| Alberta 
‘Legislature 
In Session 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON, Alberta, March 
26, 1959—Alberta’s program of: 
loans for young farmers should 
gain wider acceptance under «@ 
bill introduced and given first 
reading in the Lagisiatare last 
week. 

When the bill goes: into effect, 
would-be farmers who -want ‘to 
become established on the land 
will be able to borrow from the 

overnment up to $10,000 in- 
stead of the present maximum 
of $7,500. 

The farm purchase credit plan 
was set up a year ago as a means 
of helping farmers acquire land, 
but the government has been 
disappointed at the response to 
it. 

According to Agriculture Min- 
ister Leonard Halmrast, 
changes outlined in ‘the bill 
should remove some Of the ob- 
jections and encourage more 
farmets to take advantage of it. 

A major objection in the past 
came from retiring farmers who 
were reluctant to sell their land 
under the new plan because it 
meant waiting 20 years for full! 
payment, 

Under the new bill, the man 
who sells the land would have 
to wait only 10 years. The gov- 
ernment has decided to let the 
seller be paid in full before the 
province receives its share - of 
the money. 

Other changes are designed to 
encourage more municipalities 
to set up farm purchase boards. 
While the government lends the 
money under the plan, loans 
must be processed by municipal 
boards. So far,*the number of |; 
municipalities taking part has 
remained low. 

The bill reduces to 10 per cent 
from the present 20 per cent the 
amount of liability the municipal 
board must carry to cover the 
risk of a borrower defaulting. 

In addition, the government 
will take over the responsibili- 
ty of insuring the life of the bor- 
rower. 

Changes in the program will 
be made'retroactive to cover 
deals already in effect,

Members -of. the -House last 
‘week received copies of a report 
from the .oil and gas conserva- 
tion board recommending that 
two companies be given permits 
to expert 3.1 trillion cubic feet 
of natural gas to the United 
States, 
_ _A major debate on the report 
is shaping up in the House, but 
there: is little or no doubt the 
abinet will approve the grant- 
ing -f export permits to Alberta 
“nd Southern Gas Co. Ltd. and 
Westcoast Transmission Co. Ltd. 

Once that happens, the com- 
panies will have to get approval 
from the federal board. of trans- 
port commissioners.and the U.S. 
federal power commission. 

If all this goes through, it will 
be a big thing for Alberta. Among 
other things, it will’ mean con- 
struction of several major gas 
processing plants along the foot- 
hills ‘region of Alberta, a mas- 
sive pipeline construction pro- 
‘gram by the Alberta Gas Trunk 
‘Line Company, and a shot in the 
arm for provincial revenues 
when the gas begins moving to 
California and the Pacific North- 
west. 

It also could mean an upsurge 
in exploration and development 
activity in the foothills area 
from which the gas will be taken 
for export. 

This would bring about a 
strengthening of the economy, 
create plenty of -employment 
and go along way toward off- 
setting the effects of any ren 
sicn,

Opposition members also chal- 
lenged ‘the definition of “elderly 
person.” The bill says an elderly 
person is “a person of advanced 
years who is not suffering’ from 
any chronic disease ‘that inca- 
pacitates him.” 

Mr. MacDonald warned that 
such a loosé definition means the 


_ |homes will be established not for 


old folks but for anybody selec- 
ted by the municipal’ founda- 
tions which will operate the 
homes. ~He feared this would 
turn them into ‘“poorhouses,” 
and said “I’m not prepared to 
support a bill to provide for 
poorhouses in Alberta.”
